The consignee ran help materially 
by starting to unload cars as soon as 
they arrive and when car is made 
empty, report promptly so that it can 
be put in service again. He oan also 
help by instructing his teamsters to 
flnlsh the unli>ndin< of a car at the 
end of the day when only a email por- 
tion uf the load remaJna In the car. 
This wW says hours of time to many 
oars. 

Better cooperation between the rail- 
roads, shippers and consignees will 
move the freight in less care, and ev- 
ir>' car saved will help reduce the oar 
shortage.

The dry 
straw will Uke up soaie of the mota- 
tura from the atorar and pcevant heat- 
ing- 

Storing Lata Cabbag*. 

Late cabbiiRt- can be stored In the 
Arid and kept In Ten,- good condition If 
care ta taken to keep the water away 
from It, says the American Agrleilltur- 
tat A trench three and one-balf to 
four fhet In width ta dug In a well 
drained location In the field where tbe 
cabbage is grown. It Is dog to a depth 
of abont ten or twalre Incbea, the dirt 
belni; thrown out on either side. The 
cabbages are pulled up by the nnita. 
The loose mitnldo leaves are carefully 
wrapp<Hl about the heads, each In tuni 
belnn pittiwl In the trench, roots up. 
Three row.'i «ro laid In tbe bottom of 
the trench witii tbe cabbages as close 
together oa pos.illile. A second tier of 
two rowB ta placed In the Bti'"e manner 
between the rows of r >ot* o' tbe bot- 
tom tier.

A WINTER NIQHT. 

'I»ok up and behold the fleldn of 
light that be 'round about the thri>no 
of Ood. Had no star ever appeared In 
tho heavens, to num there would have 
Itfv^n no heaven, and he would have 
laid himself down to his last sleep in 
a spirit of anguish, vaulted over by a 
material arch, solid and Impervloiis." 
— Tarlyle. 

To gaio upon the beauties of the 
heaven Is a source of delight but to 
comprehend something of their mean- 
ing to know the A. B. C's of astronomy 
and he able to spell out a few wnnln. as 
it wexe. wonderfully increases thr In- 
terest. There Is no season of the year 
when the heavens are more beautiful 
than now. We do not see the same 
parts of the sky the year round for as 
the earth moves In Its orbit, each sea- 
son brings to view different portions of 
the firmament. 

The planets are our nearest neigh- 
bor* among the stArs, and move around 
the sun as does our earth. Mercury 
and venus are nenrer the sun than tho 
earth, while Miira, Saturn, Jupiter, 
Uramus and Neptune are on the out- 
aide, Neptune Is the outermost planet 
and Invisible to the naked eye. Indeed, 
his distance Is so great that astron- 
omers are unable to compute It, and It 
evon ntnggnrs the Imagination, but we 
need not bother about that now. 
us come closer home. 
I At this time Jupiter is a brilliant ev- 
ening star well up towards the lenith 
at dusk. He may easily bo distinguish- 
ed by his brllllanry. Jupiter Is « won- 
derful world being many times larger 
than our own earth. He la royally at- 
tended by no fewer than nine mo-ms, 
that revolve around him. about the 
c«rth as our moon. His surface Is still 
very hot and uninhabitable to man at 
preeent, but doubtleaa he la for sooa 
future use aa nothlns ia oraated in 



vain. 

Aalde from the planets there are 
aome beautiful oooalellatlon vlaible at 
early evening, the Pleladea, more com- 
monly known as the "seven stars" rise 
early and as every one knows th»m 
they make a giHid starting {Kilnt from 
which to work out and learn the oth 
er stars. Not far behind Is Orion, the 
brightest of all the cnAtrilatluns. This 
group may be dlstinxoished by three 
brilliant stars In a line near each oth- 
er. Everyone wants to know Orion 
Moat of the atare were named by the 
Greeks and In bonor of their goda god- 
desses, heroes and heroines. These 
groupings and names hava besQ retain- 
ed for oonvenleno* only. Orloo. A re- 
turns and the Pleladea are mehtioned 
In the book of Job. 

Just below Orion Is a big bright star 
called SIr'iis or the Hiiir" l>elnK In 

the group, xvm <U.i;. i"rliiipn iii'.st 
people know this famlllur star us he 
Is thought to eiert some mysterious 
InHuenoe on earth dwellers. 

SIrlus Is In reality a sun much larg- 
er than our sun. but at this great dis-' 
tanre u[>oeArs ic a.** a star, .\noth- 
er innln'ne .if tlie nii'i>nii>retienilll.|e 
distances of the universe. There are 
Innumerable suns besides ours, and 
systems upon systems whose Immros 
urable dlstnnces are Inconceivable to 
mortxil mind. Hut iierhups when our 
souls are lllierated we shall Journey 
among the stars as a bird flits from 
flower to Hower. 

The sur of Bethlehem may never ap- 
pear again, but the winter eonstellu- 
tlims make the whole eastern sky es- 
pe<.lally bright during the season In 
which Christmas Is celebrated and one 
may still gaxe upon the stars and feel 
that expanalon of soul, aa when angels 
sanf'Peaoe on earth, good will toward 
men." 



KENTUCKY EQQ LAYINQ CONTEST 

The flrst Kentucky National Egg 
Laying Conteat started Nov. 1st, with 
an entry list of SO i>ens. Including 11 
dlffnront varlotii\s of poultry and rep- 
resenting f dlltorent states in tho 
Union. 

The primary purpoae of thla oontsst 
is tu Htimiilats a greater interest 
amuiu; thn farmers in the keeping of 
morn and better pure bred poultry. 

Another purpose of this oontsst Is 
to place It upon a basis of dollars and 
oenta. Previoua contests and of a alm- 
llar nature have strlvnd, having as their 
highest FToal the production of the 
grente.'it number of eKgs, with no par- 
ticular attention given to ths slse of 
the egg. It la a wall known taet that 
certain strains of birda produce larger 
ecKs than others, and that certain In- 
llvidualj within tho strain produce 
larKer eggs than ths flock average. Kz- 
perlmental work carried on In the past 
has provsn rather conclusively that 
normal sited eggs weighing 2 ounces or 
more will produce larger chicks than 
those weighing less than 1 ounces. It 
Is alao known that the slse of the egg 
produced la an Inherited character. 
Therefore, by Simply selecting the larg- 
er eggs for batehlog purpoass, ths farm 
er can Inereaae within a few years 
both the slaa of hla fowia and the alaa 
of eggs prodaaed. 

la nearly aU htstaly apaolaUa^ set 
Bwrketa, acgs are gmMl aoooralaK to 



slie, and eggs welghliiK I'liiues or 
mors command a higher price than ths 
smaller eggs. The United Htataa Oov- 
ernment haa recently created a Rurmu 
of Markets and laws are tielng imjised 
regulating everythiiiK of a i i.nuneri iiil 
value, and It Is safe to say that the 
Ume Is not far off when eggs will be 
sold by the pound and not by the dos- 
sil. 

With thla point In view all of the 
eggs pri>du< <.<l In this content are weiKh 
•■<i nepanil, l\ mid Krailisl into tlrsls 
and seconds. Firsts weighing 2 ounces 
or over and stemda weight leas 
than 2 ounces. All flrsts are given top 
local market value and MMimds are 
given a set prl< <• ..r :i i . ni,- l. ss un ibe 
dozen. In this manner It will be piw- 
slble for two individual or two pens 
to produce the same number of eggs 
a lid yet one pen or Indjvldual can re- 
x'lve a greater net value than the hen 
or pen producing the same number of 
eggs but giving a lasssr weight.
